If they have made a quick, 
natural growth the meat is tender, juicy 
and of exceptionally fine flavor, with but 
a small proportion of bone, and just the 
sort of meat for rapid cooking 

In the following recipes the “wild rab 
bits” and home-grown Belgian hares were 
used successfully. Select young rabbits 
as you would young chickens; buy the 
older, heavier animals in the place of full- 
grown chickens or poultry. 


CREAM OF RABBIT PUREE 

Force cold, boiled rabbit-meat through 
a food-chopper, using a fine blade. There 
should be 2 cupfuls chopped meat. Add 
to this meat, 1 tablespoonful butter, 4 
cupful thin cream, 1 tablespoonful brown 
sauce and 2 tablespoonfuls fiour. Season 
with salt and a speck of cayenne pepper. 
Mix well together, then stir in gradually 
1 quart of rapidly boiling stock (prefer- 
ably the stock in which the rabbit was 
cooked). Cook together, by just allowing 
it to simmer, for 10 minutes. Serve with 
crisp croutons 


JELLIED RABBIT 

Cut up 1 four-pound rabbit, or its 
equivalent. Cover with hot water. Add 
2 thick slices of onion. Cover the kettle 
and cook until the meat falls from the 
bones. Remove the meat. Add 1 tea 
spoonful salt to the liquid, and should 
there be more than that amount, reduce 
the liquid to three-fourths of a cupful 
Strain the liquid through a folded thick- 
ness of cheese-cloth, and remove any fat 
that there may be. Decorate the bottom 
of a mold with thin slices of hard-boiled 
ggs and finely minced parsley. Season 
the meat with salt and pepper, free it 
from all of the bones and pack it into the 
mold. Add 1 teaspoonful of gelatine to 
the hot stock, strain again through a 
double fold of cheese-cloth and pour over 
the meat. Place the mold in a cold place 
until the contents are firm. Unmold, and 
serve in slices on crisp lettuce leaves with 
mayonnaise and hot rolls 


STEAMED RABBIT WITH ONION SAUCE 

Disjoint 2 young rabbits and steam 
them until they are perfectly tender. In 
the kettle, below the steamer, boil 1 dozen 
small white onions. Remove the meat 
when done. Dredge with flour, season 
with salt and pepper and sauté in butter 
until the meat is of a delicate brown color 
Remove the meat from the pan in which 
it was browned, force the onions through 
a fine sieve, add them to the fat remain 
ing in the pan, together with 1 tablespoon- 
ful butter and 1 heaping tablespoonful 
flour. Stir in 1 pint thin cream or rich 
milk. Allow it to become thoroughly 
heated; pour over the rabbit; serve 


RABBIT LOAF GREEN PEAS 


Dissolve 1 tablespoonful gelatine in 
34 cupful hot rabbit stock, strain and set 
aside. When the mixture begins to set, 
beat it until it is frothy, then fold in 4 
cupful heavy cream that has been beaten 
stiff. Season with salt and pepper. Then 
fold in 1'4 cupfuls cold, boiled rabbit- 
meat that has been cut into dice. Pour 
into a suitable mold and set aside until it 
has become thoroughly chilled. Prepare 
fresh or canned peas as for the table;

CHILI CON CARNE 


Cut 2 young rabbits into pieces of 
convenient size for serving.

Force 
them through a sieve, then add 2 cloves 
of garlic and 1 onion, both finely minced, 
1 teaspoonful salt and a dash of paprika 
and the pieces of rabbit-meat, with suf 
ficient hot water to cover.

of the artist in every line. The long tables 
were spread with bleached linen and set 
with plain crockery, wooden spoons and 
shining knives. At mealtime all took their 
places in line, someone—usually the oldest 

said a few words of thanksgiving, and all 
bowed to the floor. Then, smiling and talk- 
ing together, they sat down to the best of 
fare. 

There was no meat, but not once while 
we were there did we miss it. We especially 
liked a porridge of millet, a vegetable soup 
called borsch, and a dish of cauliflower and 
potato smothered in drawn butter. There 
were always great brown loaves of k’leep, 
plenty of butter and jam, plates of honey 
in the comb, and quantities of Russian tea, 
made from a steaming samovar and served 
in glasses, with jam for sweetening 

We were always welcomed at these ta- 
bles, though we might have walked far 
among strange villages without an inter- 
preter. That unmistakable, pervading sense 
of home was in these community house- 
holds. 

The meal finished, there was another 
brief thanksgiving, and the household scat- 
tered to resume its tasks. All the daylight 
hours were spent at work. Together the 
men, women and children tilled the field 
that grew their grain, ground the flour, built 
the brick-and plaster oven that baked it, 
even made the brick and plaster 

On Sundays the whole village gathered 
in the schoolroom. Clothed in white linen, 
barefooted, they stood in rows, the men on 
one side and the women on the other. There 
is no minister, and no leader, for all are 
equal in the sight of God. Someone utters 
a prayer, then another. They allsjoin in 
singing an old Gregorian chant. Then, still 
standing, they take up the affairs of the 
community. Anyone who has a subject for 
discussion concerning the common welfare 
states it clearly, then with great dignity a 
man gives his views, or a woman hers. It 
may be a question of building a new house, 
of contracting a marriage, of tilling a field, 
or it may be a business matter involving 
hundreds of thousands of dollars Ques 
tions are asked; everyone is given an op 
portunity to speak, then after a pause for 
consideration the decision is made Noth- 
ing is written, no contracts are required to 
bind them. In this manner a million-dollar 
business is conducted 

In a matter affecting the entire com 
munity of eleven thousand persons, each vil 
lage sends its decision to Pieter Veregin 
their president, whom they have chosen to 
attend to affairs between the community 
ind the outside world. If the villages dis 
agree, the question is brought up again until 
a common view is adopted 

It is Pieter Veregin who manages the 
selling of their huge crops, the buying of 
sugar, iron and other necessities not pro- 
duced by the community, and the invest- 
ment of their money, in itself a large for 
tune. I visited Pieter Veregin many times 
in his house. He lived as all his people 
lived, in the utmost simplicity, save that, 
as a man must who meets the outside 
world, he wore a business suit and shoes 
Once I found the vice-president’s daughter, 
who lived in the household, busily scrub 
bing the front steps. Like all the other 
women, she greeted me with unruffled dig 
nity and poise. I have never seen more 
perfect poise in any woman of the world 
than these peasant women showed in every 
act of their lives In their tall, strong 
bodies there is the spirit of fine-bred race- 
orses, with more than the thoroughbred’s 


} 


sensitiveness, and with not one unruly nerve. 

Pieter Veregin, himself a Russian peas- 
ant who suffered fifteen years in Siberia for 
his faith, I found a shrewd and capable 
man. He talked of the difficulties his com 
munity had encountered in the war, when 
only the old promise of the Canadian gov 
ernment that his people should never be 
soldiers had stood between them and the 
wrath of their neighbors. He spoke of the 
English education which Canada _ insists 
upon giving the Doukhobor children, and 
of his belief that it would not shake their 
faith. He talked of finance and politics as 
a man who understood them, but marveled 
why human beings ‘let them exist 

Anything an individual requires he 
makes, or if it is something that he cannot 
make, he goes to the village storehouse and 
it is given him, since their common labor 
has produced their common wealth 

This is perhaps a fundamental reason for 
their content. No one is worn by the 
anxieties we all know. No one will ever 
want. Old age is a state of happiness, not 
a thing of dread. If a child is orphaned or 
a man is crippled he is cared for by every 
one, for he, too, is a member of the com 
munity and a shareholder in its wealth 

From their earliest memories no one 
knows coercion from without. Never while 
we lived among them did we see a child 
even urged; they always complied willingly 
with any requests. I well remember the 
one naughty boy I saw corrected. Boys 
are supposed to wear skirts until they are 
nine years old, but this one, rebelling, had 
clothed himself in a very large pair of 
trousers belonging to an older brother 
Swaggering through the village, he encoun 
tered the awe-inspiring figure of old Alick 
Cherinoff. Alick looked at him with down 
drawn, bristling eyebrows 

“Go home, my son, and clothe yourself 
properly,” he said gently. “Ask yourself if 
Christ would behave in such a manner.” 

The child stood his ground for a mo 
ment, then fled to put on his skirts 

The children know no severer punish 
ment. They are bred in an atmosphere of 
love, they breathe it as they breathe the 
air. They are sturdy, unaffected, natural 
children, but every one of them is gentle 
They are early taught by their mothers the 
traditions, the prayers, graces and hymns 
of their people.
